2 The subject-matter of present independent claims 1 , 7 and 1 6 as well as that of present 
dependent claims 3-6, 11-14, 19 and 20, is not novel (Art.33 (2) PCT). 

2.1 D1 anticipates the subject-matter of present claims 1 , 3, 4, 7, 1 1 and 16 (see [0007], 
[0009] - [0010]; claims 1-9, 11 , 12, 25, 26 of D1) and D2 anticipates the subject-matter 
of present claims 1, 5-7, 11-14, 16, 19 and 20 (see page 5, lines 4-6; claims 1, 14,21 
and 22 of D2). 

3 It does not appear that present dependent claims: a,/2, aj 8-1 0 and 1 5, and a/ 1 7-1 8, 
contain technical features that would establish novelty and / or inventive step (Art.33 (2) 
and / or (3) PCT) for the subject-matter of present independent claims: b/ 1 , b^ 7 and 
b</ 1 6, over the aforementioned prior art, as the subject-matter of said dependent claims 
represents merely trivial design possibilities not connected to any unexpected technical 
effect of advantage. 

4 The subject-matter of present claims 1-20 is susceptible of industrial application in the 
field of food industry (Art.33 (4) PCT).
